New Distribution Record for Heleochloa alopecuroides in Oregon. —Re¬ 
cently Chambers and Dennis (Madrono 17:92. 1963) reported on the distribution of 
H. alopecuroides (Pill. & Mitterp.) Host in Oregon. The following record should be 
included as a range extension of 150 air mi across several mountain ranges and 
divides to the Rogue River Valley in western Curry Co. about 35 mi from the Pacific 
Ocean. This is an area which has long been noted for its bizarre and unusual plant 
records (Baker, Leaf!. West. Bot. 6:82-S4. 1950). The grass was collected on sandy 
shores along the Rogue River, 3 mi n of Agness, Curry Co. (Baker 16559 , Aug. 22, 
1963, ID, OSC).— William H. Baker, Department of Biological Sciences, Univer¬ 
sity of Idaho, Moscow.
